The following paragraph, which was left out of the text, should be properly inserted in the text of the 
Introduction (p. 123, left). 

Some small plants of an unknown Cyperus were found in the dried bottoms of irrigation ponds in 
Honshu, Japan (Fig. 1). They closely resemble Cyperus extremiorientalis Ohwi, C. niigataensis Ohwi, 
C. pacificus (Ohwi) Ohwi, C. nipponicus Franch. et Sav. and C. nipponicus var. spiralis Ohwi in mor¬ 
phology, especially in the capitate inflorescences and yellowish white scales (Ohwi 1943, 1975, Hoshi- 
no et al. 2011). The oblong-ellipsoid achenes (Fig. 2) are similar to those of C. pacificus, while the 
achenes of C. extremiorientalis are oblong or oblong-ellipsoid and those of C. niigataensis and C. nip¬ 
ponicus are obovoid (Ohwi 1934, 1943, 1975, Hoshino et al. 2011). Both the unknown plants and C. 
pacificus have winged achene margins. However, the achenes of the unknown plants have considerably 
inflated margins with well-developed parenchyma tissue (Figs. 2 & 3), which is different from the mar¬ 
gins of C. pacificus, which are not inflated. These unknown plants are therefore described as a new 
variety of C. pacificus. The inflated margins are due to differing degrees of development in the tissues 
of the achene wings. The degree of inflation varies to some extent both among individuals and within 
a spikelet. Plants with immature achenes are difficult to identify because of their poorly developing 
achene margins. More precise studies of variation and development of the inflation with living mate¬ 
rial is need.
